According to special dispatches publish- 
here this morning from Tokio, the 
Russian squadron has returned to Vladi- 
vostock. 

The Tokio correspondent of The Daily 
Mall says in a dispatch that two Rus- 
sian warships appeared off Oki isiand, 
in the southern part of the Japanese séa, 
on Sunday. 

The correspondent at Chemulpo of The 
Dally Express makes the astonishing 
statement that Japan has already landed 
120,000 troops in Korea, 80,000 of whom 
are extended along the fighting front 
south of the Yalu river. 

According to a dispatch to the Paris 
edition of The New York Herald, four 
hundred torpedoes, being two-thirds of 
Russia’s entire available supple of these 
articles, were destroyed On board the 
Russian cruiser Varlag at Chemulpo. 

The Tokio correspondent of The Daily 
Chronicle cables that it is stated offi- 
clally that several thousand Russian 
troops have reached Antung and that it 
is rumored that 20,000 Russians have 
arrived at Ping Yang on the Tatong river 
in central Korea, 

The Chronicle, however, regards this 
rumor as improbable unless the Invasion 
of Korea preceded the outbreak @f hos- 
tilities. | 
CAPTAIN OF THE VARIAG 
ASKED FUR PROTECTION 
February !7.—The Seoul cor- 
respondent of The Daily Mail, in the 
course of a descriptive narrative of: the 
Ohemulpo battle, says that before the 
fight the captain of the Russian crulser 
Variag held a conference with the Brit- 
ish, French and Italian captains, aboard 
the British cruiser Talbot, in which he 
asked for the protection of a foreign war- 
Ship in leaving the harbor. The request 
was refused. The British launched a pro- 
test to the captain immediately before the 
action. The Americans present refrained 
from attending the naval conference or 
partaking in the demonstration, although 
some of the Russian wounded were re- 
ceived on board the U. S. gunboat Vicks- 
burg. 

While the Variag was being sunk, her 
captain, fearing that the Japanese would 
reach the vessel before she settled down, 
requested the captain of the Talbot to 
fire at her water line. .This request also 
was refused.

Just after crossing a trestle 750 feet 
high and while running at a high rate of 
speed, the Chicago and Florida Limited 
train was wrecked yesterday near Bol- 
ton at 11:35 a. m. 

No. one was killed, but it is a miracle, 
as the overturned cars present a scene of 
destruction hard to overdraw. The. train 
consisted of six coaches, three Pullmans, 
a dining car, a combination baggage and 
express car and a mail car. The mail 
oar, the:-diner and: the two. following 
Pullmans, the Nevada and the Queen 
City, were completely overturned, with 
the’ exception of the Queen City, which 
was thrown on its beam ends against 
the bank of the cut on the side of the 
hill. The first three coachés were torn 
entirely from their trucks, and some of 
the latter were tossed against the oppo- 
site bank of the cut and partially 
buried in the earth. The mail car had 
its roof partly stripped off by coming in 
violent contact with the bank on the left 
of the track, and the dining car bore 
marks of the dirt which it had scraped 
up as it slid along on its side. The other 
overturned car was the Athenian, a Pull- 
man. 

The acident was caused by the 
breaking of an axle on the tender of 
the engine, which occurred several hun- 
dred yards before the train left the track. 
Some distance before the train reached 
the trestle coming toward Atlanta the 
ties were cut deeply by the metal scrap- 
ing along on them. According to those 
who claimed to have seen the occurrence, 
when the engineer discovered that there 
was something radically wrong with his 
tender, and that he was fast coming to 
the high trestle, he put on full steam in

Track Torn Up. 

Every crosstie and all the rails were 
thrown from under_the flying train for a 
distance of many yards, and at 4 o'clock. 
yesterday afternoon «workmen -hdd" suc- 
ceeded in replacing about 100 yards of 
new rails. and ties. . 

Many' of ‘the’ passengers who wWére on 
the train were rescued: from the over- 
turned coaches through the windows by 
the aid of those. _who..stood upon the 
high bank at the left of the track, and 
within.a.few -minutes after the: aceident 
occurred. a special trajn had been run 
to the scene and the passengers and the 
train crew were en route to the city. 
Superintendent ‘McCollum, ‘Mr. Wrenne, 
general stperintendent.of trarisportation, 
with headquarters at Nashville, and Gen- 
eral Passenger Agent Charles E. Har- 
man, together with Dr. W.. 8. Elkin and 
Dr. Barnett; accompanied this train and 
took charge of those who were hurt, Im- 
mediate attention was given those who 
were suffering, and by. 1 o'clock all were 
in the city. .

The ,train which was wrecked was in 
charge. of Conductor R. R. Hargis and 
Engineer John Welch and-was.the regu- 
lar fast train from Chicago andthe 
northwest for Florida. It was slightly be- 
hind time and was -running at-a rapid 
rate. Just why the axle of the tender 
broke when it did will not be known un- 
til an official investigation shall have 
been made, but it ts considered a rare 
Piece of fortune that the wreck did. not 
take place on the'trestie which was suc- 
cessfully passed after it was known that 
something serious was wrong with the 
machinery. 

It was not thought that the regular ser- 
viee of the Chicago and Florida limited 
will be seriously interfered with, but that 
schedules will be maintained from now on. 


Mr. Harman’s Offic'al Talk. 


Charles E. Harman, the general 
senger agent, made the following state- 
ment about the wreck: 

“The Chicago and Florida limited was 
wrecked a few hundred yards west of 
Boltor. this morning by a broken axle on 
the tender on the engine. The train ws 
in-charge of Conductor R. R. Hargis and 
engineer John Welch. The mall car, com- 
bination car, dining car, St. Louis sleeper 
and one of the Chicago sleepers were 
turned over on their sides. The observa- 
tion car did not leave the rails. The wreck 
did not occur on a trestle. The body of 
none of the cars were greatly injured 
The trucks of all the cars were injured.

BRUTAL DEEDS. 
ARE: CHARGED 
TO RUSSIANS 


Atrocities Are Perpetrated on 
Foreigners and Natives by 
Soldiers of Czar 


PORT ARTHUR DESERTED 
BY VICEROY ALEXIEFE 


= Goes to Harbin To Look After 
Reorganizing Army—Russians 
Admit Matters Are in Bad 
Way, but Say Everything 
Will Be Remedied.

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NEW CHWANG, February 16.— 
Viceroy Alexieff left Port Arthur 
today, proceeding to Harbin with 
General Pflug, the chief of staff, and 
the general staff. 

It is said that the Russian army 
and navy commands will be reorgan- 
‘ized and that General Kerpaitsky 
will command the Yalu _ division, 
which is expecting to be attacked by 
the Japanese forces. 

Atrocities are daily perpetrated on 
foreigners and natives, both by the 
organized police and incoming 
troops, which makes it impossible for 
the civil administrator of New 
Chwang to control the situation. It 
is feared that a reign of terror will 
be precipitated if the neutral powers 
remain inactive. A captain of po- 
lice, with ten soldiers, without any 
provocation, destroyed the contents 
of a hotel owned by a German, whose 
three Japanese guests had registered 
under the protection of the civil ad- 
ministrator. These Japanese were 
stabbed “and robbéd of food, 
money and jewelry. They were res- 
cued with difficulty by United States 
Consul Miller, together with three 
pwomen refugees, all of whom the 
civil administrator assured Mr. 
Miller would be protected. 

The administration admits the 
gravity of the situation, but declares 
that Viceroy Alexieff alone can rem- 
edy it. It is believed here, hiowever, 
that the maintenance of order at this 
treaty port and the prevention of 
thes? violations of international 
rights can be insured only by an in- 
stant international proclamation, 
supported by an armed force. 

Mines had been constructed and 
preparations made for depositing 
them at the mouth of the river here, 
where the forts have been occupied 
by a field battery of artillery and 
guns from the Russian gunboat 
Svoutsch. 

JAPANESE ARE STIRRED 
BY RUSSIAN BRUTALITY 


Tokio, February 16.—The government 
is receiving additional circumstantial re- 
ports of alleged cruelty of the Russians 
toward Japanese refugees from Man- 
churia. 

The Japanese consul general at Tien- 
tsin has just telegraphed the authorities 
here giving a recital of the story told by 
thirteen women who just arrived at 
Shan-Hai-Kwan. The women were re- 
siding at Harbin and started south on 
February 9 with 300 companions. One- 
half of these women who reached Mouk- 
den were ordered to leave the train by 
Russian soldiers, who.cruelly abused 
them and detained the party, which they 
finally divided, the men being ordered to 
proceed to Port Arthur. The women 
were sent to New Chwang, where United 
States Consul Miller provided food and 
transportation for them to Shan-Hal- 
K wan. 

The women say they saw several Jap- 
anese refugees cruelly beaten and 
wounded.

The sinking of the Nakonoura Maru 
and the treatment of the refugees are 
creating feeling which betokens a bitter 
and relentless war. It is improbable that 
the Japanese wil! retaliate In kind, 
whatever excesses the Russians commit.

‘passengers were not shattered into kind- 
ling wood, as stated by one of the after- 
noon papers, and the car did not fall 
down an embankment, as stated by an 
ufternoon paper, nor were they ‘piled up 


on top of each other.’ 

‘Goodness knows, the facts were bad 
enough without being exaggerated. There 
were forty-seven passengers on the train 
and eight or ten of the train crew, in- 
cluding dining car help. 

“Within an hour after the wreck Su- 
perintendent McCollum, Mr. Wrenn, gen- 
eral superintendent of transportation with 
headquarters at Nashville, and Mr. Har- 
mean, general passenger agent, together 
with Dr. W. 8S. Elkin and Dr. Barnett, 
reached the scene of the wreck on a 
special train and every attention was 
given passengers. 

‘We are only too thankful that the 
cars were not derailed on the bridge, The 
axie of the tender broke while the train 
was on the bridge, and I cannot under- 
etand why the train was not thrown from 
the track at once.

On her arrival 
at Port Arthur she took on board a num- 
ber of wives of Russian sailors and left 
the port without further incident.

President Entertained Cordial Re-

Washington, February !16.—At_ the 
white house the president and al! the at- 
taches shared in the general sorrow over 
the death of Senator Hanna. President 
Roosevelt, the members of his cabinet, 
senators and representatives in congress 
and callers of all classes sadly paid 
tribute to the memory of the dead states- 
man. 

From the entrance of the lafhented Mc- 
Kinley into the white house, Senator 
rfanna was a conspicuous figare at the 
executive mansion. Both’ before and 
after he became a member of the senate, 
Mr. Hanna was a frequent caller at the 
white house, and his visits have been fre- 
quent since Mr. Roosevelt succeeded to 
the presidency. President Roosevelt en- 
tertained a cordial regard for Senator 
Hanna and the senator cordially recipro- 
cated that feeling. Thelr personal regard 
was based on the firmest respect. While 
they differed at times, as strong men may 
differ, their personal relations never were 
endangered by the differences. Indeed, so 
high was the regard in which the presi- 
dent held Mr. Hanna’s ability as a politi- 
cal manager, and as a potent force in 
national affairs, that a few months ago 
he requested him urgently in the event 
of his nomination for the presidency to 
assume again the care and responsibilities 
of directing the national campatgn. While 
it was feared Mr. Hanna's ill health 
might induce him to decline again to ac- 
cept the chairmanship of the republican 
national committee, he had not returned, 
at the time he was stricken by his fatal 
sickness, a final answer to the president's 
request.

Vaccination in Schools. 

Yesterday City Physician R. H. Stan- 
ley examined all the pupils in the Dub- 
lin public. schools, and those who could 
not give satisfactory evidence of hav- 
ing been successfully | vaccinated, or 
could not show a physiclan’s certificate 
to that effect, were sent home.

Civilization and Agnosticism. _ 

A singular fact to’ provoke thought 
in connection with the Russo-Japanese 
war underlies the mock-pious Musco- 
vite declaration that Christian Russia 
is in the breach to settle Christen- 
dom’s score with heathendom, the im- 
plication being, of course, that Japan 
is a heathen nation. 

In the commonly accepted sense, 
this is true, and herein lies a seeming 
paradox of civilization. Did you ever 
reflect how strange it seems that of al! 
civilized and highly progressive peo- 
ples, the Japanese are the only nation- 
ality that has assimilated the arts of 
civilization without accepting civiliza- 
tion’s religion? For all her progress 
and adaptability for western material 
cunning, Japan presents today as dif- 
ficult a field of foreign missions ‘as 
darkest China. The imitative Japs ac- 
cept our education in books and the 
arts of civilization eagerly; they will 
have none of our God and the divine 
book. 


If, in becoming civilized, Japan had 
remained pagan, the wonder would 
have been greater; but Japan did not 
remain pagan, so far as the effect of 
western ideas and practices on her 
more intelligent and advanced sons 
and daughters ig concerned. She be- 
came agnostical and in matters spirit- 
ual shook her wise little head and 
said simply, “I do not know.” The 
Japanese student studies our theol- 
Ogy as the Japanese cadet at 
Annapolis studies our naval _ sys- 
tem. We have been able to con- 
vince him in the latter instance. 
but not in the first. He returned to 
the fatherland educated, but not Chris- 
tianized. Indeed, we did worse than 
not give hyn our religion; we took 
away from him the religion of his 
fathers. 

Originally the Japanese were 
Buddhists, and whoever has read Sir 
Edwin Arnold’s “Light of Asia” must 
perceive that as primitive Buddhism 
was once practiced in Japan, it did 
not differ materiallly from Christianity 
in the higher ethical, moral and inspi- 
rational sense. It was a~gentle, hu- 
mane creed, and anything but idolatry 
in thé superficial view of image-wor- 
ship. The precepts of the pure and 
noble Gautama were taken to heart 
by the Japanese as the divine pre- 
cepts of the meek and lowly Nazarine 
are accepted by the Christian world, 
and the children of Dia Nippon were as 
a result strangely gentle, virtuous and 
truly philosophical. Our ideals of the 
beauty and sweetness of Japanese life 
and character are drawn from pagan 
Japan. Modern Japan is quite a differ- 
ent proposition. 

When the Jap became civilized in 
the accepted western sense, he lost 
his faith in the divinity of his ancient 
religion which, it is true, had become 
sadly perverted by the priesthood. He 
did not hesitate to discard the super- 
natural elements of the national faith 
while retaining its moral code as an 
admirable philosophical rule of life. 
In a word, he became as a skeptic 
who accepts the philosophy of Jesus 
without accepting His divinity or in- 
spired mission. Thus _ civilization 
made the Jap an agnostic without be- 
ing able to proselyte him to Christi- 
anity. The superior Japanese place 
the teachings of Christ alongside those 
of Buddah, Confucious, Mencius, and 
the other spiritual philosophers of the 
Orient, and while trying to live moral 
lives, shrug their shoulders at the 
“superstitions” of religionists, wheth- 
er western or Oriental. Of course, the 
lower classes still cling to the crum- 
bling temples of their fathers, many 
of them still attributing a kind of di- 
vinity to the mikado, but industrial- 
ism and what we broadly call com- 
mercialism have well, nigh destroyed 
religion as an institution in Japan. 

This is truly a strange effect of civ- 
ilization on the pagan mind. Since 
Christianity is a concomitant institu- 
tion of civilization in the western 
world, it is quite natural that we 
should expect the Japanese to assim- 
ilate it along with the other things 
they are eager to borrow from us. 
Their failure to do so places them in 
a decidedly unique position among the 
progressive nations of the earth and 
affords an absorbing study for inde- 
pendent thought.

Is Cassini to Be Recalled? 

It is hardly possible that there can 
be truth in the rather circumstantia] 
Story which comes from St. Petersburg 
that Count Cassini may be recalled 
from his post of service as ambassador 
at Washington because of his failure 
to stem the tide of American senti- 
ment, whichis unquestionably running 
strongly in favor of the Japanese. The 
Russian court is often represented as 
being in ignorance of the outside 
world, but it»surely cannot be so ig- 
norant as to suppose that anything 
Count Cassini could have done would 
have made the American people take 
Sides, in their feelings, with Russia 
as against Japan. 

Count Cassini is sometimes pictured 
a a back-number diplomat of the old 
school, which he may be to some de- 
gree, but if he is, it is because he is 
the representative of a government 
Whose diplomacy is always played in 
the dark and reeks Strongly of the 
middle ages. He is, if the truth be 
known, probably no less to be relied 
upon than other Rusisan diplomats, or 
for that matter, than the diplomats of 
other old world powers. The game of 
diplomacy as it is played by them is 
based upon insincerity and deception. 
And it certainly can be said for Count 
Cassini that he is a master at the 
game. 

Some day, perhaps, the rest of the 
world will come to the American diplo- 
macy, which is nothing more than frank 
and fair dealing. In our relations 
with other nations we have nothing to 


conceal. We have no entangling al- | 
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liances, either secret or open. We do 
-not rely upon deception. 

The United States believes in fair 
dealing and practices it, but other na- 
tions have so long been used to the 
methods of the old diplomacy that 
they cannot in a minute or a year 
bring themselves to follow our exam- 
ple. The leaven is working, however, 
and good results are bound to come. 

But to get back to Count Cassini. 
From the Russian standpoint he is all 
right. He has served his imperial mas- 
ter faithfully and most ably. There is 
probably no diplomat in the world to- 
day who can show a larger number of 
successes along the line he has been 
working. There is no man connected 
with the foreign relations of any gov- 
ernment who has a wider knowledge 
of world affairs or greater ability at 
the diplomatic game. 

The fault is not with Cassini, it is 
with Russia. ; 


Mr. Fairbanks Needed. 

lt appears that the announcement 
that Senator Fairbanks has agreed to 
serve as President Roogevelt’s running 
mate upon the republican national 
ticket this year may be a little prema- 
ture. Senator Fairbanks has not yet, 
according to his close friends, accept- 
ed the proffer of second place. 

There seems to be no doubt that the 
president and his political advisers are 
extremely anxious to secure the co- 
operation of the Indiana senator in this 
particular capacity. A good deal of 
pressure has been brought to bear 
upon him both by politicians in his 
Own state and out of it, and he is be- 
ing told that his interest in republican 
welfare should be such that he ought 
not hesitate giving up the seat in the 
senate which he can hold as long as 
he desires it, in order to make sure the 
election of a president for whom he 
has little use. But the senator, some- 
how, has not yet been able to see it 
that way. 

He is suspicious of the home in- 
fluences being brought to bear upon 
him. He suspects—it is strange that 
he should—the sudden desire of Sena- 
tor Beveridge to see him “elevated,” 
especially when the junior senator 
goes about declaring that the vice 
presidency is too small a job for the 
man who bears the name of Bever- 
idge; he is suspicious 6f Messrs. Dur. 
bin and Hemenway and Landis and 
half a dozen others who are urging 
him to act as tail of the ticket in order 
that they may have a chance for the 
job he now holds; he is suspicious of 
the protestations of friendship which 
come to him from the white house for 
the very good reason that he does not 
believe them entirely disinterested. 

The Fairbanks nomination would be 
an excellent move from the Roosevelt 
Standpoint. While we have ‘never 
been impressed with the greatness of 
the Indiana senator, it igs undeniably 
true that he possesses the confidence 
of the very elements in his party 
which President Roosevelt needs. The 
old McKinley crowd has more than a 
sentimental regard for Senator Fair- 
banks; his prominent identification 
with various corporations would serve 
to bring those to the support of the 
ticket; and his nomination would in 
all probability insure Indiana to the 
republican ticket. 

There can be no doubt that condi- 
tions in that state indicate the prob- 
ability of the democrats securing its 
electoral votes if some conservative 
man is President Roosevelt’s op- 
ponent. Any radical nomination by 
the democrats would probably make 
the state safely republican even 
were Fairbanks not on the ticket: 
but a conservative democratic candi- 
date for president has, according to 
the views of even the republican lead- 
ers, an excellent chance. Senator Fair- 
banks is unquestionably strong in In- 
diana, and the administration poli- 
ticians believe if he is on the ticket 
they can hold the state’s electoral vote. 
It is for this reason, and because of no 
love for him, that they are urging him 
to accept. 

He, however, is suspicious of their 
motives. He sees that they need him 
more than he needs them, and is hold- 
ing off. He is in a pretty good posi- 
tion to dictate his own terms, and it is 
presumed he will do so if he finally 
consents to make the running. As 
things now stand, he is keeping a 
good many people on the anxious 
bench—and enjoying it. 


The Real Philippine Problems. 

From all accounts, the Mexican boll 
weevil is not a circumstance to the 
hook worm of laziness which has been 
devastating the Philippine islands 
from time immemorial. Returning sol- 
diers have told us much about the 
aggravated “manana” proclivity of the 
little brown men of our Oriental col- 
ony, and American financial and com- 
mercial interests in the islands are 
said to be in positive jeopardy from 
the sublime superiority of the natives 
to work. Unless habits of industry are 
developed in the Filipino, or laborers 
imported into the islands, representa- 
tives of these interests do not hesi- 
tate to pronounce their enterprise fu- 
tile and their hopes forlorn. 

The New York Evening Post, after 
stating that American capital in the 
archipelago has awakened to this sad 
fact after infinite patience and coach- 
ing of the indolent natives, philoso- 
phizes thus: 

But ‘tthe philosophers tell us that every- 
thing is relative; and Our own observa- 
tion has shown wus that work does not 
agree nearly so well with some people as 
with others. We Aryans, and the Chinese, 
and the negroes seem to thrive on it. 
Civilization has made havoc with our 
own Indians. The Hawaiians do not seem 
to have prospered on it. The Filipinos 
know that we are not in the islands for 
our health, but so far they seem to have 
taken the ground that they are there for 
their health; and their health does not al- 
low them to do much work. But this is 
bothersome; for the government has theo- 
reticaily assumed that a brown man is as 
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ter than a yellow man. Consequently, the 
yellow man is tabu in the Philippines; 
he has been told to ketp out. A writer 
on the Philippines in The North China 
Herald says that “even public enterprises 
languish for want of laborers," and that 
“not long ago the benevolence of the gov- 
ernment was frustrated by the impossibili- 
ty of finding men to unload a cargo of rice 
that had been sent to a famine district.’ 
He also asserts that ‘‘a stream of disap- 
pointed promoters has for months past 
been leaving the islands, carrying with 
them tales of the incorrigible indolence of 
the Filipino.”’ 


This, really, is the problem present- 
ed by all nationalities and races s0 
weak as to invite colonial exploitation. 
Probably, if they had more energy and 
more individual initiative they would 
not be in the position of political de- 
pendencies. A people too lazy to 
earn a decent living cannot be expect- 
ed to resort to strenuous physical op- 
position to the overlordship of an 
alien people, and it is an open ques- 
tion, as a consequence of this racial 
trait, whether the exploiting power 
can make the game worth the candle. 
It is cerain that-few colonies peopled 
by inferior races have ever been made 
self-supporting, and their balance is 
almost invariably in the wrong column 
of the “mother country’s” fiscal sheet. 

It is to be hoped this will not be our 
experience as a nation in the Philip- 
pines, if our tenure there is to be 
made permanent. Certainly no exploit- 
Po power ever set about colonial ex- 
ploitation with higher hopes, a more 
eager investment of capital, or with a 
more humane consideration of the po- 
litical ward than has Uncle Sam on 
the island of Luzon and in its chief 
city, Manila. But it is one thing to 
put money into an enterprise and an- 
other thing to obtain the support that 
makes the investment profitable. The 
indolent habits and resultant chronic 
poverty of the Filipinos must neces- 
sarily make their patronage of any 
American enterprise limited, once it is 
started; and we are not surprised to 
learn from developers on the ground 
that it is the hardest matter in the 
world to secure any kind of native la- 
bor to set up or construct a plant of 
any kind, much Jess to operate it. 

American capital stands ready to do 
its part in the Philippines, but it can 
do nothing without the support of a 
half-way dependable labor market. 
This is utterly lacking on the islands. 
The Filipinos will not work, and th« 
bounty of nature and the simplicity 
of their creature wants seems to not 
make it imperative that they do work. 
Evidently their cupidity will have to be 
appealed to and their minds inspired 
with an ambition for more comforts 
and luxuries, if they are to work for 
the American “captain of industry” in 
their country. The task of working 
this ‘revolution is Herculean, but it is 
the task that yankee pluck must ad- 
dress itself to if the islands are to be 
profitably “assimilated.” 

In the meantime, the agitation in 
capitalisic quarters goes on for per- 
mission to import coolie contract la- 
bor into the Philippines.

theories have neutralized each other. Op- 
posing electrical] forces have adjusted 
themselves into an equilibrium. The sky 
is cleared by its own violence, anu we 
may once more discern plain truth by 
plain reason.” 

Of course as against such words as 
these a certain class of prattling par- 
sons, who are nothing if not modish in 
doctrine as in costume, will rise up to 
protest, and with much talk of “ad- 
vanced thought,”’ “progressive theology,” 
etc., will parade themselves before the 
public as the advanced guard of an army 
of enlighteners whioh is well able to 
» vanquish Moses and the prophets with 
the noble army of the martyrs. But no 
person who {s well informed will be 
misled or disquieted by these callow cap- 
tains of liberalism, These dainty dwarfs 
simply mistake the fermentation of their 
own over-loaded digestion for the pre- 
monitions of an earthquake. Nobody is 
in danger but themselves, and most of 
them we may hope will survive the 
attack.

ILONGSTREET’S COMRADES 
PAY-HIM GLOWING TRIBUTE 


TLANTA camp, 159, United Con- 
A federate Veterans, at its meeting 

Monday night adopted a report in 
which glowing tributes were paid to the 
memory of the late General James Long- 
Street, who died on January 2, at his 
heme in Gainesville, Ga. 

The comm.ttee making the report was 
composed of Benjamiiti F. Abbott, George 
Hillyer and J. F. Edwards, the com- 
mittee appointed shortly after the death 


that would be suitable to preserve among 


the family of the deceased general. 

General Longstreet’s name is placed 
high upon the list of the south’s greatest 
heroes of the civil war, and it is de- 
clared that the southern cause had no 
more loyal supporter nor courageous 
soldier than General Longstreet The 
memorial do@s not endeavee eo draw any 
comparisons between the generals of the 
confederacy, but the testimonial from the 
camp, many members of which were fo'- 
lowers of Longstreet, is placed as a 
wreath of grateful remembrance for h.s 
distinguished and gallant services render- 
ed in the dark days ofthe confederacy. 

The report in full follows: 

“In the death of General James Long- 
street, there passed away a notable and 
commanding figure of the Army of 
Northern Virginia in the late civil war. 

“Hig history and service are indissol- 
ubly connected with all of the great 
movements of that army. 

“It would not be within the purview of 
this memorial to attempt to even epliom- 
ize the part he took in the many great 
battles. Coming into that struggle with 
a prestige and honor which shone with 
brilliant luster on account of his in- 
trepid bravery and gallantry as an Qtfi- 
cer of the army of the United States 
on many flelds in Mexico, and being 
withal an educated and trained soldier. 
a majestic man, mild manners and 
speech, and of lionine courage—his very 
name throughout the army and the wnole 
country was a tower of strength. rom 
first Manassas to Appomattox, his com- 
mand and leadership held the first place 
among the great army corps of tie 
greatest army that was ever marshaled 
in this or in any other country. Made 
a lieutenant general in the early part of 
the war, his conspicuous bravery, skill 
and reliability shown by aim in the very 
crisis of the battles of Williamsburg and 
at Seven Pines and other great conflicts 
before Richmond in 1862 won for him 
from General Lee the soubriquet of the 
‘Old War Horse.’ 

“after General Lee had planned the 
advance on General Pope, and after 
Jackson had passed through Thorough- 
fare Gap to the rear of General Pope, 
and when.he was heavily engaged and 
sorely pressed, Lee and Longstreet were 
passing through ThoroughTare Gap. Af- 
ter a spirited contest at that mountain 
pass, Longstreet's corps moved on like 
a majestic stream on to the plains of 
Manassas, where his lines were quickly

Loyal to the South. 


“The southern cause had no more Joyal 
Supporter nor courageous soldier than 
General Longstreet, as the honorable 
wounds and scars which he carried to 
He had the 
unbounded confidence of his commander 
in chief. The history of that great war 
gives but one record of Longstreet being 
absent from his command, and that was 
on account of serious wounds received 
on the. fleld of the Wilderness in May, 
1864, where in preparing to lead In per- 
son his forces against General Hancock's 
corps, he momentarily halked to receive 
a word of congratulation from General 
when 
Longstreet’s Own men, mistaking these 
with the little group of 
horsemen composing their staff §sur- 
rounding them, for the enemy, fired, kill- 
ing Genera] Jenkins and wounding Gen- 
eral Longstreet in the throat and shoul- 
der, from which he was ever afterward 
maimed. 

‘We would not omit to mention that In 
1863, when several of his divisions were 
ordered from Virginia to Georgia to re- 
inforce the Army of Tennessee, that on 
his arrival in Atlanta, and when at the 
old Trout house, at the junction of De- 
catur and Pryor streets, where the old 
Austell building now stands, he was 
called to the balcony of the hotel to 
speak to the large and enthuslastic multi- 
tude of soldiers and citizens who throng- 
ed every inch of the two streets, he said, 
‘I came not to speak; I came to meet the 
enemy.’ ‘The inspiration of his presence, 
and this short and pithy declaration, 
called forth from the assembled multi- 


tude the exclamation, ‘What a magnifi- 
cent looking man and soldier.’ How well 
he fulfilled his mission in the battle of 
Chickamauga, history makes no mistake 
in its record. How his forces were hurl- 
ed against those of General Thomas, 
and how his army turned the tide of 
battle into victory, is too well known 
to need repetition. In this battle, like 
mothers where he led, his advance was 
stubborn and decisive. 

“He followed with unfaltering bravery 
and devotion the fortunes of the confed- 
eracy until the last drama was enacted 
at Appomattox, and was a member of 
the last council of war held in the woods 
on the night of April 8, 1865, and was 
the senior-commissioner, on the part of 
the confederate forces appointed by the 
commander in chief, to arrange the de- 
tails and terms of the surrender of that 
little shattered band which, through fire 
and smoke, hunger and cold, had stood 
by the flag of the confederacy through 
all the trying ordeals of four years’ grim 
and bloody strife. 

In Very First Rank. 

“The name and fame of Genera! Long- 
street are the common heritage of the 
south, and the whole American peopie. 
The name of. his tmmediate ancestors 
are historic and dear especially to every 
Georgian. His qualities as a soldier have 
won for him the highest encomiums not 
only of the southern people, but from 
the northern people as well. All true 
history, including that written from an 
English standpoint, places Longstreet in 
the very first rank as to ability and 
generalship among any of Lee's subor- 
dinates. 

“It is not the purpose of this memoria! 
to draw invidious comparison between 
the life and services of General Long- 
street and those of any other of the 
leaders of the southern cause. Lee, 
Joseph E. Johnston, Jackson, Gordon. Al- 
bert Sydney Johnston, A. P. Hill, J. E. B. 
Stewart, Steven B. Lee, Hod and a host 
of others are all entitled to the full 
meed of praise and honor, but the pur- 
pose of this testimonial from this camp 
many of whom followed Longstreet, and 
who knew his qualities as 4 soldier, is 
to lay upon his tomb a wreath of grate- 
ful remembrance for his distinguished 
and gallant services rendered in the dark 
days of the confederacy.

Among the many 
distinguished ex-confederate chieftains 
seated on the platform wag ex-Fresident 
Jefferson Davis. General Longstreet came 
down from his home in Gainesville, clad 
im the full uniform of a Heutenant gen- 
eral of the confederate army, wearing his 
sword. Providing himself with a superb 
mount, he rode out Peachtree street te 
the site of the monument, and dismount- 
ing, Walked unannounced to the platform 
into the outstretched arms of Jefferson 
Davis. As they embraced each other, 
they presented a scene worthy of the 
brush of a Raphael or a Rubens. Once 
heroes in common victory, they were 
now heroes in common defeat. This was 
a beautiful and shining example for all 
latter day critics. 

“This silent episode, as if too impres- 
sive to be broken, stilled the vast multi- 
tude for a moment and then spontaneous- 
ly from 40,000 confederate veterans and 
citizens, the ladies joining in the demon- 
stration by waving their handkerchiefs, 
weht up a loud and continuous 
shout of applause that rent the air. 

“Confederate ve In imitation of 
this sublime exhibition of true great 
ness, let us ihrow the arms of fraternity 
around all the living, and place a wreath 
upon the graves of all the dead who wore 
the gray, whether the name is perpetuat- 
ed in bronze or marble, or whether they 
sleep in unmarked or neglected graves. 

“Let us never forget the four years of 
glorious service rendered by General 
Longstreet to the lost cause, and let 
the south erect @ monument to his mem- 
orv, to tell to future genergaions that 
the south ig never forgeifu] or indiffer- 
ent to that glorious service rendered in 
the. cause tor which it fought and for 
which many bled and died. 

“It is far from the purpose of this 
memorial to keep alive any feeling or 
spirit of sectionalism among those who 
differed from the south in those stirring 
times. We rejoice in that liberal and true

declared that if he entered the race for 
governor he would address himself at 
Once to the ‘Two Term Precedent, 
iwhich seems to be the chief obstacle to 


his candidacy. 

‘Mr. Graves declared that he would 
discuss the question under a series of 
propositions. The last of these is sen- 
 gpational and is sure to provoke discus- 
sion.

A nrominent official. 
commenting wnon Mr: Graves’ interview 
yesterday, said the constitutic¢é did not 
specifically prescribe that no man should 
hold the office of governor for a longer 
period than four years, but that he should 
not hold the office longer than two terme, 

The state constitution, article 5. 
I. paragraph 2, says: 

“The executive power chall be vested tn 
a governor who shall hold his office daur- 
Ing the term of two and unti} his 
Fuccessor shall be chosen and qualified. 
He shall not be eligible to reelcction after 
the expiration of a second term, for the 
period of four vears.”’ 

“Governor Terrell,’ safd the officia] tn 
question, ‘wif haw served only two 
terms, though one of these was length- 
ened somewhat the result of legisla- 
five action passed over his veto in a 
manner which is familiar to the people 
of the state. 

“But regarding the extra time the pres- 
ent governor will serve, it can by no 
method of calculation be extended to six- 
teen months, as Mr. Graves says. The 
action of the legislature in changing its 
own time of meeting to June instead of 
October, necessarily added eight months 
to the term of the presiding governor, for 
he must serve unti! his successor”™ is 
qualified. But that is as far as it went, 
and there can be no further extension un- 
der any circumstances that I can possibly 
conceive of. 

“Incidentally, too, I might call atten- 
‘tion to the fact that Governor Brown 
jewerved for eight years—four successive 
iterms—while Governor Colquitt served six 
‘years and Governor Smith five. Thifs, 
: however, is not material, 

“The states of Virginia, North Carolina, 
; Florida and Alabama, do not, it is true, 
permit their governors to serve a second 
‘successive term, but the term of the gov- 
ernors of those states is, In each instance, 
four years, and until their successors are 
elected and qualified, which is the same 
as is allowed in Georgia under the pre- 
cedent which has been followed and nev-
